TEWKSBURY — As first 
responders risk coming in 
contact with deadly opioids 
fentanyl and carfentanil, the 
Tewksbury Police Depart- 
ment and surrounding com- 
munities purchase  sub- 
Stance exposure kits from 
Jocal-business Bennett Noble 
LL€,-formerly A&A Indus- 
trial Sipply/ALBECO Fas- 
tenefs, Inc. 

: Ted Morang Sr., a resident 
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of Wilmington and the own- 
er of Bennet Noble LLC 
worked with local law en- 
forcement to create custom 
kits that would protect first 
responders. 

“The Town of Tewksbury 
came to me about two weeks 
ago with a document that 
was presented to them from 
a law enforcement training 
council. It indicated to them 
that they would be giving to 
each officer a safety kit con- 
taining certain items to keep 
the officer safe if they come 
in contact with one of the 
opioids, either fentanyl or 
carfentanil,” Morang said. 

Morang said the process of 
creating the kit was fast- 
tracked by headlines in 
Chelsea, where three police 
officers were exposed to fen- 
tanyl while treating passen- 
gers in a minor car crash for 
overdoses, as reported by 
The Boston Globe. 
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A Substance exposure kit 


“We went back and forth by 
phone and by email for a few 
days and while they were 
pondering, they were consid- 
ering the quote and how 
many of these kits they were 
going to buy, the incident in 
Chelsea happened where the 
three officers became ill 
from having come in contact 
with fentanyl in a car acci- 
dent,” Morang said. “So, 
that was the big moment.” 

The responding officers in 
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Chelsea had inhaled fen- 
tanyl that went airborne in 
the crash, making it clear 
that coming in contact with 
the deadly opioid cannot 
always be predicted, making 
a preventative exposure kit 
a necessity. 

The kit itself is made up of 
four items: a dusk mask, 
Tyvek suit, safety goggles, 
and nitrile gloves.

EITC 


5 Working grandparents raising grandchildren should be 
aware of the Earned Income Tax Credit (EITC) and correctly 


; claim it if they qualify. 


The EITC is a federal income tax credit for workers who 


; don't earn a high income ($53,505 or less for 2016) and meet 
if} certain eligibility requirements. Because it’s a refundable 


credit, those who qualify and claim the credit could pay less 
federal tax, pay no tax or even get a tax refund. The EITC 
could put an extra $2 or up to $6,269 into a taxpayer’s pocket. 

Grandparents and other relatives care for millions of 
children, but are often not aware that they could claim the 
children under their care for the EITC. A grandparent who 


| is working and has a grandchild who is a qualifying child 


living with him or her may qualify for the EITC, even if the 
grandparent is 65 years of age or older. Generally, to be a 
qualified child for EITC purposes, the grandchild must meet 
the dependency requirements. 

Special rules and restrictions apply if the child’s parents or 
other family members also qualify for the EITC. Details 
including numerous helpful examples can be found in Publi- 
cation 596, available on IRS.gov. There are also special rules, 
described in the publication, for individuals receiving 
disability benefits and members of the military. 

Eligible taxpayers must file a tax return, even if they do 
not owe any tax or are not required to file. Qualified taxpay- 
ers should consider claiming the EITC by filing electroni- 
cally; through a qualified tax professional; using free 
community tax help sites; or doing it themselves with IRS

Joe. His mother had come 
down to the most horrible 
stink in the laundry room. 

Oley had a brand-new 1967 
Ford Fairlaine 500 XL con- 
vertible. It was a beauty, but 
not so much after the night 
in question. 

It must have been about 2 
a.m. when they decided to 
visit Sciarappa’s farm, up 
on Andover Street. It made 
no sense whatsoever, but if 
you’d ever been drinking 
with Oley, you’d understand. 
Chasing the pigs around in 
the slop at 2 a.m. probably 
seemed like a lot of fun. 
They invited two little pork- 
ers to go for a ride in Oley’s 
once-beautiful car.

noon Eddie greased the tires 
and Joe found himself going 
around in circles. 

Eddie would pull little 
tricks like switching plug 
wires or dropping a small 
rubber eraser into one socket 
of the distributor cap. Joe 
soon caught on, but Eddie 
had one more trick. He never 
said what he did, but the car 
never ran right again. Oh, it 
ran, but it had no power. Joe 
sold the car at a loss. 

Joe then bought a Ply- 
mouth Sport Fury in tough 
shape. He went to work on it, 
but made the mistake of ask- 
ing Eddie what to do. Eddie 
jumped in and took the mo-

Start your day out at the Concord 
Museum. The museum began as a 
collection of items which recog- 
nized the significance of Concord 
in history through the vision of 
Cummings Davis, a collector, in 
1860. Over the years the museum 
has evolved its collections and out- 
reach to the community. 

Whether it is highlighting the 
North Bridge, the visit of the Mar- 
quis de Lafayette, or the Battle of 
Lexington and Concord, the muse- 
um will ring familiar with children 
who have learned about the revolu- 
tionary. war recently, or jog your 
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own memory of history. 

Take advantage of the scavenger 
hunt and other games and activi- 
ties as you work your way around 
the building. Through a capital 
campaign, the museum is con- 
structing a large addition to offer 
more hands-on activities and class- 
rooms to enhance the experi- 
ence. The museum was reasonably 
priced and not crowded. Plan for 
an hour or so, something to do at 
the start of the day. 

Moving on to the center of town, 
there is plenty of metered and 
unmetered parking.

It is a nice walk and a bit hum, 
bling to read the names of histori- 
cal greats. Concord is busy though, 
so the walk is not as peaceful as 
the Mount Auburn or Cambridge 
Cemeteries. Thoreau never imag- 
ined this. 

There are several eateries in 
Concord center but we chose a 
casual place, opting to eat outside 
on picnic tables. The Main Street 
Café offered very fresh and deli- 
cious tacos. We sat at picnic tables 
near the parking lot. so the spot 
was low on ambiance, but the kid 
and dog friendly spot was a hit. 

The North Bridge visitor center 
is a good stop. Run by the National 
Park Service, this is the site of the 
bridge battle of 1775. There is an 
eight mile walk that extends to the 
Minute Man Visitor Center and 
runs through Concord center and 
the bridge. You’d have to do some 
good planning for that but it is also 
a popular bike route. 

Not to be skipped is Walden Pond, 
which offers paths that ring the 
water for walking and has become 
a very popular place for swim- 
ming. There is a fee and it does get 
quite crowded on warm days and 
weekends. As the temperatures 
cool and the leaves start to turn, 
consider Concord for a visit and 
soak in the history of the area.

Data-Driven Justice partners 
gather for second convening 


MEDFORD — Members of 
the Middlesex County Data- 
Driven Justice (DDJ) Initia- 
tive Sathered in Medford on

The DDJ Initiative was ini- 
tiall¥-launched last summer 
by the White House, with a 
goal“of using data to break 
the cycle of incarceration for 
those‘ suffering from mental 
illness and substance use dis- 
orders. Locally, the Middle-

initif tive last fall and have 
beer working with the Laura 
and‘John Arnold Foundation 
and ‘National Association of 
Counties (NACo) since Jan- 


uary to identify resources to 
support local efforts. 

“Day-in and. day-out our 
first responders and emer- 
gency service providers are 
interacting with individuals 
in crisis. One individual may 
be a perpetrator, victim and 
witness in multiple cases 
across differing communi- 
ties,” said Middlesex Sheriff 
Peter J. Koutoujian. “By 
sharing data across jurisdic- 
tions, and systems, we can 
not only break the cycle of 
incarceration for local resi- 
dents, but more importantly 
help address the underlying 
behavioral health issues 
which are leading to these 
interactions with law enforce- 
ment and emergency service 
providers.” 

Last week’s meeting was 
attended by more than two- 
dozen members of law en- 
forcement (including 12 chief 
executives), as well as repre- 


sentatives of the Laura and 
John Arnold Foundation, 
state agencies, the Massachu- 
setts League of Community 
Health Centers and EMS 
providers.

WILMINGTON -- Don’t let 
the fact that he was wearing 
a pink tutu fool you - this 
guy can run, and run fast. 

Last Sunday morning, 
Wilmington’s Jesse Belding 
led 140 finishers across the 
line of the inaugural Run for 
Recovery 5K road race. He 
polished off the event in a 
time of 18:15, easily outpac- 
ing the second place finisher 
by 1:53. 

Belding, 28, obviously pos- 
sesses natural ability 
because his training regi- 
men does not translate into 
a 5:53 per-mile pace. 

“J work a lot of hours,” said 
Belding, who is currently 
employed in the irrigation 
business. “Sometimes, I only 
have the means to squeeze in 
a three-mile workout here or 
there. Typically, ’ll try to 
put in an average of twenty- 


Wilmington.” 

The noteworthy purpose 
alone was enough to draw 
scores of participants but 
organizers sweetened the 
pot with a bevy of amenities. 
Along with furnishing 
awards and electronically- 
recorded results by Yankee 
Timing, Marcou and her 
energetic crew added a DJ 
for pre-and post-race enter- 
tainment and announce- 
ments, giveaways, raffles, 


miles weekly.” 

Belding, who ran the one- 
mile and two-mile distance 
events for the Wilmington 
High School track team 
some ten years ago, admit- 
tedly “didn’t care for it 
much.” And after school, 
while he continued to put in 
the mileage, there were 
stretches of time when he 
didn’t run at all. But then, 
several years ago, he got 
serious about it and picked 
up the pace, so to speak. 
Around that time, he also 
gained entry, via lottery, to 
the marquis marathon 
event. 

“T did earn an entry to the

Belding said, “but that was 
the year the race was can- 
celed. 

Belding was referring to 
2012, when  then-Mayor

“The reason this race isa 
success is entirely because 
of the enthusiasm and dedi- 
cation of our volunteers,” 
said Marcou.

For now, Belding seems 
content to run the hometown 
events and after his first win 
at the Run to Recovery 5K, 
might be inspired to add to 
his distance running and 
racing resume. 

“Before today, I believe my 
personal record was 19:23,” 
he recalled. “I’m _ very 
pleased with my finishing 
time today.” 

On his arm was written the 
name, “Valerie,” in large 
block letters. When asked, 
he said, “That’s my sister - 
she’s in recovery and as we 
speak, doing very well. I ran 
for her today.” 

Oh, and the pink tutu?’ 

“That was for fun and noth- 
ing more,” said Belding. “I 
wore it to make people laugh

its. I think I succeeded.”

Recovering addict Ross 
continues to make giant strides

Sports Correspondent 
sports@yourtowncrier.com 
WILMINGTON -- During 
last Sunday’s inaugural Run 
to Recovery 5K, Race 
Director Renee Marcou had 
arranged for a number of 
tables to ring the 
Wilmington Town Common. 
Several featured representa- 
tives attached to area pro- 
grams related to the Brady 
Foundation and its impor- 
tant cause, “to help families 
who are affected by addic- 
tion and to bring wellness to 

those who are struggling.” 
At one table, in particular, 
Evan Ross proved to be an 
articulate spokesperson for 
Weymouth’s Ocean House, 
which houses as many as 
sixteen residents, each work- 


ing through a 12-step pro- 


gram toward “sober living” 
and “freedom from addic- 
tion.” 

Ross, a close friend of 
Marcou, was pleased that 
she invited him to take part 
in her event and distribute 
flyers telling the story of 
Ocean House of Weymouth. 
He was also very forthcom- 
ing with his own personal 
story. 

“’'m a recovering drug 
addict,” he bluntly began, 
pointing out that admitting 
to a problem is key. “The 
reason I’m here today is 
because I’m in recovery. I 
struggled with addiction for 
12-years, since I was 15. I 
was in-and-out of detox facil- 
ities, as well as jails. There 
were times when I was 
homeless. I hurt my family.” 

As Ross spoke, race partic- 
ipants began to gather at the 
starting line. Many people 
were running in this event to 
honor a friend or family 
member in recovery, like 
Ross. 

“In my case, there wasn’t a 
particular event that trig- 
gered it,” he answered when 
asked why he starting using 
drugs. “I just had a complete 
disconnect. I wasn’t okay 
and I didn’t know why. I 
found opiates and they did 
exactly what I needed them 
to do. It made me feel okay

and not think about yester- 
day or tomorrow.” 

Growing up outside of 
Worcester, Ross was eventu- 
ally placed in a sober house 
in Amherst. He tried to stick 
with their 12-step program 
but soon relapsed. 
Ultimately, he landed at the 
Ocean House. 

“They hold you accountable 
for the way you live and 
what you do but also, help 
you to integrate back into 
society,” Ross explained. 
“They allow you to work and 
hang out with your friends 
but they also check up on 
you to make sure you’re liv- 
ing an honest life.” 

Ross is enthusiastic about 
his recent success and the 
progression he is making 
through the 12-step program. 
Part of the Ocean House’s 
mission statement reads, 
“the goal is to provide resi- 
dents an opportunity to expe- 
rience a change and learn 
how to live in a healthy man- 
ner.” 

Ross seems to be on a path 
to attain that goal. He is 
working a construction job, 
has reunited with family 
members who previously, 
held him at “arm’s length,” 
and has developed a routine 
that most people take for 
granted. 

“T wake up every day and I 


pray and meditate,” shared - ss be 


Ross. “And then, if it’s 
Monday through Friday, I go 


to work. Routine is a huge | 


part of succeeding in this.” 

Behind Ross, the road race 
is off and running. Walking 
the course is Wilmington’s 
Mark Brady, whose son Tim 
was claimed by addiction 
last year. 

“J think this is an impor- 
tant event - people. like 
Renee bring attention to it,” 
he said after completing the 
3.1-mile walk. “It’s about 
time something is happening 
to put a stop to this addiction 
problem. These are kids 
from good families, brought 
up correctly. And yet,: they 
still get involved in drugs. 
We have to get rid of the stig- 
ma.”
